DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-1 1 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Figures 7 and 8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States, 

4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Balog et 
al(5,669,970). The patent to Balog et al teaches the apparatus and method of a screen printing 
plate as claimed including a screen plate 14 having a pattern of apertures 20 disposed thereon. 
The aperture ratio located near the periphery of the plate 14 is clearly higher than the aperture 
ratio located near the center of the plate 14. See the entire Balog patent for details. With respect 
to claims 6-11, the method of making an electronic device as claimed is certainly disclosed in the 
Balog patent.
